NOBEL Prize-winning scientists from 
several countries say science now has the 
knowledge to provide with abundant diets 
double the world’s present population So 
much progress has been made in the study 
of cancer that disease will be conquered. 
They confessed, however, they hod no mag­ 
ic to change human nature so that men 
would stop fighting wars. 
And war is the great barrier to better­ 
ment of human living. In this country past 
wars and preparation for future conflicts 
consume 75 per cent of the huge federal 
budget. Russia and its satellites keep the 
people at a bare subsistence level so that 
predatory empire can devote all available 
resources to mobilization and weapons. 
It is obvious that the United States, the 
world’s richest land, will drift into a lower 
standard of living unless it is freed in the 
forseeable future from the necessity of con­ 
centrating its resources on war. The out­ 
look for backward nations is still more 
hopeless. 
Here are the scientists with new discov- 


“I do not question Congressman Taber’s 
good faith in criticizing my trip, nor your 
good faith in commenting on the case in 
your column. .

“Looking back on the time when you were 
growing up which of your parents would 
you say had the greater influence on your 
life—your mother or your father?” 
Of course, mother got the verdict, by a 
vote of two-to-one by both sexes. Father 
was a poor second, receiving only about 
one-fourth of the votes. However, one-fifth 
of those responding gave the real answer 
when they declared both parents were eq­ 
ual in exerting influence on their young 
lives. 
Those are the successful households. 
When there is understanding and coopera­ 
tion among parents in the rearing of a fam­ 
ily many pitfalls are avoided. Every child 
is entitled to the love and understanding of 
its parents. Denied this heritage, a child 
faces the world under a handicap which 
can bring unhappiness and Dften frustra­ 
tion.

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Talk On City Charter Given Here 


Rotarians 
Told What 
To Expect 


Manager Possible 
ll it bout Charter 


Circleville Rotary Club m em ­ 
bers Thursday were 
given 
an 
outline of what they 
m ay ex­ 
pect if the voters elect to fram e 
a ch a rte r form of governm ent 
here this Fall. 
Delivering 
the 
outline 
on 
forms of governments during 
the Thursday noon meeting of 
the Rotary Club 
was 
Circle­ 
ville Attorney Richard Penn. 
Penn told R otarians that only 
tw > form s of government exist 
for cities — ch arter 
and 
non­ 
charter. 
The attorney pointed out that 
a non-charter form of city gov­ 
ernm ent is set up as prescrib­ 
ed by legislature with a mayor- 
council system in operation. 
A charter form of adm inistra­ 
tion, however, is drawn up by 
the residents of the city, and may 
conform to one of several 
ac­ 
cepted system s of government. 
•

THE 
ATTORNEY 
explained 
that c h a rter moans, in effect, the 
constitution of the municipality. 
Circleville, at 
present 
a 
non­ 
ch a rte r 
municipality, 
has 
no 
choice of adm inistration at pre­ 
sent other than the mayor-coun- 
cil setup. 
However, the attorney pointed 
out. if Circleville m akes the nec­ 
essary step this 
Fall 
it 
m ay 
change its form from the pres­ 
ent 
mayor-council 
administra­ 
tion 
of 
non-charter 
origin 
to 
another 
form 
of 
government 
either with or without charter. 
He explained that “ You can 
have a city manager form of 
government under charter as 
well as non-charter. 
“ Cincinnati is an exam ple of 
city manager governm ent under 
a charter 
and 
Columbus 
and 
Cleveland are exam ples of m ay ­ 
or-council forms of governm ent 
under c h a rte r.” 
Penn added 
that Westerville 
and W ashington C. H. both are 
exam ples of city m anager gov­ 
ernments without charter. 
The attorney said that Circle­ 
ville has taken the first step to­ 
w ard a ch a rter form of govern­ 
m ent by passing 
a 
resolution. 
The next step was filing with the 
county board of elections to sub­ 
mit the question “ shall a com ­ 
mission be chosen to 
frame 
c h a rte r” to the voters.

IF THAT question is approv­ 
ed by the 
voters, 
Penn 
said, 
then balloting upon 
15 
nam es 
who have 
been 
petitioned 
as 
m em bers of the 
ch a rter 
com ­ 
mission will be counted with 15 
m em bers to be selected to the 
com m ittee. 
Final ste p of the program will 
com e in a special election, d u r­ 
ing which the charter fram ed by 
the commission will be subm it­ 
ted to the voters for approval. ! 
Penn told the Rotarians that 
the ch a rter com m ission actually 
has the opportunity of electing 
several different form s of gov­ 
ernm ent. including city m anag 
er and mayor-council.

point out the characteristics of

forms

governments 
which may be set up for ap­ 
proval by 
the 
charter 
com­ 
mission:

Farmers Advised It Could Be 
Cheaper To Kent Machinery

they need. Often, they say, it is 
cheaper to rent. 
But the best way to m ake the 
final decision is with a 
pencil 
and paper and an accurate rec­ 
ords of costs. 
They adm it it m ay be vital 
to success as a farm er to own 
some machines, though there 
are m any eases where it is 
cheaper to hire work done on 
a custom basis. 
H ere is how to decide: 
First, you must realize that it 
will usually pay you to hire m a ­ 
chine work if the job can he done 
right for no m ore than your real 
costs would be with your own 
m achine and labor. 
It i> gt-neially better to hire 
when the cost of the two methods 
are the sam e and the hired m a ­ 
chine service is good.
